{Best By-Passes Big 
Counties, Says Warren

ernor Fuller Warren issued the 
following statement to Florida 
News Service in an attempt to 
enlighten the public on the prob- 
lems that must be met, 

The people of Florida, who 
are paying the big bills for the 
most expensive and extensive 
extra session of the legislature 
in Florida’s history, are entitled 
to know the following facts: 

1, The state Constitution re- 
quires the 1955 legislature to 
reapportion the 38 senatoria 
districts so they will be “as 
nearly equal in population as 
practicable." The word "prac- 
jticable” is defined as “that 
which can be. accomplished; 
feasible, capable of being prac- 
ticed.” 

The Constitution does not say 
the 38 senatorial districts must 
lbe a» nearly equal in popul 
tion as possible: it says prac! 
cable, which means as nearly 
equal in population as the legis- 
{lature is capable of accomplish- 
ing or putting into practice. The 
legislature has labored for 59 
days and has passed the only 
reapportionment bill it has been 
“able to accomplish.” (Both the 
Senate and the House passed a 
“practicable” reapportionment 
|bill which was vetoed.) There- 
jfore, the legislature has com- 
plied with the Constitution.
